OPENING OF SLATER
HALL MUSIC COURSE.

Un Friday evening the Arst concert
in the 1215-16 Siater hall muslc course
will takep lace, presenting Mme. Povia
Frisch, a Danlsh-French soprano, as-
sisted by Jean Verd, the brillllant young
French pianist.

Mme, Povila Frisch had to refuse a
muost unusual honor avbroad in order to
return to America in time to fill the
engagements arranged for her here,

Late in August she went to San Se-
bastian, Spuin, to give a s=eries of recl-
tuls at the Casgino there. As is waell
known, this seaside resort is the most
fashionable watering place In the
kingdom, and is In fact the summer
capital, for there King Alfonso has a
pialace, Because of the war golng on,
on every dside, San Sebastian was the
one zay spot in Europe last summer,
and z0 was crowded with visitors, At
first engaged for two recitals, Mme.
Frisch was forced to add a third in
order to satisfy the popular demund.

Seated in hey dressing room, and
about to go on for her third group of
#ongs, on the night of the final con-
cert, Mme. Frisch was waited upon by
the c¢hamberlain of the king request-
Ing that shie sing wt the palace for
King Alfonso and Queen Victoria on
the following Sunday. It was with
the keenest regret that Mme. Friach
was ublized to decline the honor, but
it happened that on the very day
£n by her majesty the singer was
booked to sall for New York from
Bordenus.

“I've =ung for members of nearly
every royal family in Europe extvept
that of Spain,” said Mme. Frisch after
her arrival in New York. *I did want
to complete my list, but 1 am happiest
to have sung for the Queen Mother
Alexandra of England, for she was a3
Panish princess, and well—! am =a
Dane myself,” she naively added.

Jean Verd, the young French pian-
ist, who is 1o appear with Mme. Povia
Frisch, is looked upon as one of the
most briliant pianists of his nationali-
ty known to the music world of today.

Mr. Verd has the distinctlon of hawv-
ing won the Premier Prix for plano at
the Paris Conservatolre, the highest
award possible at that famoos instltn-
tion. As he won it under circumstances
quite extraodrinary, the incident is
worth relating. It was six yvears ago,
when the competition was held at the
Opera Qomique, the judges including
kuch well known musicians as Harold
Bauer, Albeniz, the composer, and
others of equal note. The competitors
had drawn numbers for the order of
their appearance, and Mr. Verd had
been so [ortunate, or unfortunate, he

chie

k= pever made up his mind which it
was, tn draw the unlucky *13."

The time came for him to play and
just as he seated himself at the piano
he fell to the floor in a faint and had
to be carried from the stage.

“It's a pity that the poor boy didn't
get a chance” he happened 10 hear
romeone remiark, as he was regaining
ronsciousness several hours later, “The
last one hns played and now the jury
has gone to their room,” his informant
tontinued.

Without a second’s hesitation, the
young man arose from the couch and,
walking back to the auditorium, he
plived with such brilliancy, skill and
intellizence that he not only won wild
applause from the audience, but also
the highest award from the judges.

At the recital here, in additlon to
playing Mme. Frisch's accompaniments,
Mr. Verd will play the Lisats “Legend
of St, Francis de Paul Walking on the
Waves,'”' the *“Clalr de Lune"” of De-
bussy and an arrangement of -an old
French folk song.
